Leopold Stokowski’s remark that he will lead street bands 
in free concerts, if the depression doesn’t end soon and enable 
music lovers to pay for their tickets, starts an interesting chain 
of thought, even if he didn’t mean his remark to be taken seri 
ously. 
Perhaps, at that, he really meant it. 
Explaining his 
statement, the famous Philadelphia orchestra leader said: 
*T am a leader and not a follower. 
I am not trying to 
please. F ive a task to perform, and that task is to lead people 
into the 
s of greatness in music, to inspiration and to beauty. 
ot see their way to it is my duty to lead them 
darkness into the light.” 
ght be a good thing if those sentences could be 
a while by musicians, artists and writers through' 
out the linked States. 
For a long time we have been hearing about the rights 
and privileges of the creative artist. 
He is not like other men, 
we are told, and he can’t be treated as other men are treated. 
When, as occasionally happens, his nation permits him to live 
in poverty, it is a shameful thing. 
All of this is perfectly true. 
But there is another side 
to it. 
As Mr. Stokowski points out, the artist has duties as well 
as privileges. 
Whether his nation provides him with a comfort­ 
able living or not, it is up to him to provide the nation with 
beauty; and his obligation is far heavier than the one that rests 
on his fellows. 
The gift that has been given him— to create fine music 
to write noble books, to paint lovely pictures— must be used 
freely, if he is to be worthy of it. Whether he gets properly paid 
or not, he must give his fellow-citizens the best there is in him. 
Mr. Stokowski’s idea about free street concerts is really not in the 
least far-fetched. 
A good deal has been said about America’s inability to 
appreciate artistic works. 
A large part of the blame can be 
given the artists themselves. If Mr. Stokowski’s idea were more 
widely accepted by artists the nation might show that it has un­ 
expected capaci^s for recognizing and enjoying beauty.

STRANGE CASE OF MR. KREUGER— 


Now that more light has been shed on the tangled af­ 
fairs of Ivar Kreuger it is beginning to be a little easier to un­ 
derstand why the rich “match king” killed himself. 
Indeed, the suicide seems to be the one action in the 
whole tangled chain that looks logical. 
All the rest is bizarre, 
disordered, reasonless. 
Why should one of the world’s richest and most power- 
fur men forge millions of dollars worth of Italian government 
securities? 
Why should he contribute heavily to 
monarchist 
movements in Spain, to Fascist movements in Germany? 
Why 
should he get things into such a mix-up that police investigation 
is looked for in such widely separated places as New York, Ber­ 
lin, Paris, Amsterdam and Geneva? 
Is there, perhaps, something about the pursuit of great 
wealth and great commercial power that betrays a man and 
compels him to delude himself when the going gets difficult? 
Climbing to the top in the world of finance is no job for 
the oversqueamish. 
To reach the position that Ivar Kreuger 
reached one must have a boundless confidence in one’s self, 
coupled with a readiness to reach out for whatever it is that one 
happens to want without worrying too greatly over the ethical 
niceties. 
Do that long enough, and eventually you reach the point 
at which your own will and your own desires are your only law. 
Then, if bad luck comes, the stage is all set for a titanic crash 
like that of Kreuger’s. 
Swedish investigators have asserted that forged Italian 
bonds with a face value of approximately $100,000,000 were 
traced to the match king’s door. 
Imagine the utter impossibility 
of finally evading detection in a swindle of that size, and you 
have the measure of this man’s delusion. 
The determined pursuit of money, beyond the point at 
which one has enough to buy the freedom and leisure which 
money can provide, is an ignoble game. A debacle like that of 
Kreuger’s is a sample of its final significance. 


I Why not try to remove the causes 
of such? At the beginning of this 
century if someone had predicted 
that today we would fly about the 
world as we now do, or that with 
the radio spoken messages would 
be sent around the world in less 
than twenty-four hours, he would 
have been adjudged insane, but they 
are here and if we develop them 
and other inventions for a con­ 
structive purpose and for the bene­ 
fit of mankind, then we will have 
the blessings of Life, Liberty, and 
aHppinessa nd our posterity will 
enjoy living in, the Land of the 
Free and the Home of the Brave.

I he new one is a move to deprive the federal courts of 
jurisdiction over much litigation which arises when plaintiff and 
defendant in a civil action live ’n two different states. 
That sounds execessively uninteresting, perhaps. 
But

A great corporation, for instance, often incor­ 
porates in a state other than the one in which it does is business, 
so hat it can throw litigation into the federal courts. 
Since fed­ 
eral court litigation is expensive this gives the corporation an 
immense advantage when the ordinary citizen brings a legal 
action against it. 
Senator Norris* bill deserves to pass.
